THESYNOD AND MINISTERIUM 
Of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the State of N. Carolina 
AND 
ADJACENT PARTS. 


In pursuance of a Kesolation, passed at che last meeting of this Synod, 
the Ministers of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod and Ministerium of North 
Carolina and adjacent parts, with their Lay Delegates, assembled at Pi!- 
grim’s Charch, Davidson County, N C-, at an early hour in the morning. 

On the Satorday previous, the must of the brethren were already present. 
The Congregation having met toattend Divine worship, the Rev'd Willi- 
am Ariz pronounced a discourse, ftom Mat. 13, 18---24, in the English lan- 
guage: Who was immediately followed by the Rev'd Jacob Scherer, who 
delivered a discourse from the 139th Psalm, and the 23rd and 24th verses, 
in the German Language: Both of which, were well calculated as prepar- 
atury to the celebration of the Lords Supper To complete the services, the 
latter of whom, added a suitable address, basing jn its leading featores on 
the Litergy of cur Church, and stated that preaching mightbe expected, 
both in the English and in the German langoage, on the following day of 
the Lord, and dismissed the Congregation wiih the divine benediction. 

On Sunday morning, a large concoarse of peuple assembled from near and 
abroad, for the purpose of attending divine worship at the Church. The 
Rev'u Clergy. with their reepective Leay-Delegates, having now arrived 
more generally, the Rev'd President, Jacob Scherer, with the approbativa 
of all the brethren, requested the Rev'd Ernest 1.. Hazelins, D. D. the 
Professor of the ‘I heolugical Seminary, of the Evangelical Lutheran Charch 
at Lexington, in S. C , to preach the Synodieal Sermon. The Doctor ac- 
cordingly delivered an able and highly interesting discuurse, from John, 20, 
20—31. in the English language. Immediately after him, the Secretary, 
the nev'd Henry Graber pronounced a discourse in the German language, 
from John, 18, 8. During the same time of the German ex«rcises in the 
Charch, divine services were also performed at a siand, erected some dis- 
tance from the Charch in the woods, at which, the Rev'd William Artz ad- 
dressed the audience, trom Luke, 19,21, 22, in the English language — 
Both audiences having now accommodated themselves so far as room would 
admit in the Charch : the President consecrated the elements of the Sacre-~ 
ment, and then, assisted by the Secretary, administered the Holy Supper of 
the Lord unto the uther Ministezs, and unto the Lay-Delegates, and a por- 
tion of the Cungregation ; who then invited the Rev'd Doctor Hazelius and 
the Rev’d W. Artz, to officiate in their room, who administered the same 
unto the communing members of the congregatiun at Jarge, as vell as unto 
some other Christian triends The solemn exercises were now closed, and 
the Christian Convention retired.—Prayer meetings were also held in ihe 
neighbourhood, buth, preceding and succeeding the Holy Eucharist.

The Rev'd President now read his Report ef the official business trans- 
acted by him during the past Svnodical year; and it was afterwards laid 
on the table. 

On motion, unanimously resolved, that this Report be aceepted.— Vide —

The Synod now passed the following resolution : 

Resolved, Whiereas this Synod has learned, that Mr. Andrew Seechrist. 
of Smyth county, Virginia continues to claim connection with the Luther- 
an Synod, and to pass himself in the church and in the world, for a Lu- 
theran Preacher ;—misrepresenting and abusing the characters and pro- 
ceedings of our Ministers as a body, and some respectable members of our 
communion, as unchristian and tyranical. We deem it a duty which we 
owe to them, to ourselves and to the church at large, and that the truth 
may appear, to state that his case was prayerfully and faithfully examined, 
according to the word of God, and that we found the most convincing evi- 
denceés that he was guilty of the cha ges brought against him ; charges 
of drunkenness, and of violating the sacred precepts of the Gospel; that 
he is neither a member nor Minister of the Evangelical Lutnerdn Church : 
and that those persons who claim him as their minister are not Lutherans. 
Moreover, we do not hold ourselves responsible for his doctrines, or any of 
his ministerial acts, 


Vacant Congregations were now inquired into: the result of which is 
to be seen in the proceedings of thé Ministerium. 
According to the Constitution of this Synod, the President, the Rev. W- 


Artz, gave the previous notice required of the resignation of the Congre- 
gations under his charge, 
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The Rev. D. Jenkins also stated, that he had informed his Congregations 
with the exception ef Coldwater, and that he wished to relinquish them. 

Resolved, ‘That the 3lst day of October next, the anniversary of the 
“Grortovs Revormarion, be celebrated by holding public worship, which, 
under the auspices of the Great Head of the Church, was chiefly effected 
by the instrumentality of Dr. MRATIN LUTHER. “For Zion’s sake 
will I not hold my peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not rest, until 
the righteousness thereof go forth as brightness, and the salvation thereof 
‘as a lamp that burneth.”

Resolved, That we now appoint Delegates to the next General Synod.

(A) PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Dean Bareruren: Through the kind Providence of God we have beeg 
preserved another year, and have the pleasure of seeing and embracing 
each other in Synod. Another opportunity is afforded us to transact busi- 
ness of the greatest importance as Ministers of Christ, and Stewards of 
the mysteries of God. 

This Synod has existed since the year 1803, and at some of its previous 
Sessions the number of members was almost as many more as at present. 
Some of the first mewbers of this body have been removed out of time 
into eternity ; they are now resting from their labors and are enjoying the 
blissful rewards of their piety and zeal. Some are now laboring in the 
vineyard of our Lord in the Synod of South Carolina. Some have removed 
to the West, and are now members of the Western Conference; and others 
have gone to the North. We are but few in number at present, and have 
great need to pray that the Lord of the harvest would send more labourers 
in his field and strengthen us, that we may be steadfast and immoveable, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord. . 

According to the Constitution of this Rev. Body, it has been made my 


duty to presenta written report of Ecclesiastical affairs, which occurred — 


during our last Synodical year. 

In the month of August I received foar copies of the Minutes of the 
4th Session of the Hartwick Synod. Three of them were sent to mem- 
bers of this body, by the Rev. Benjamin Arey. “he 

In the same month, I received a letter from our worthy brother, Samuel

which | gave him some time after the reception of his letter. 

_ In the month of Decemver, Mr. Benjamin Arey, late student in Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, applied to me for icons: Having been favored by 
the Rev. H. Greber with a letter, containing a satisfactory recommenda- 
tion of him, and believing that he could be a useful Minister of the Gospel, 
with the blessing of God. After having duly examined him, [ gave him 
License on the 24th day of December; authorizing him to labor in the 
bounds of this Synod until this Session. 

On the 7th day of February, I received a letter from thie Rev. Edwin 
A. Bolles, dated the 30th of December, in which he informed me, that he 
had accepted a call to the pastoral charge of the Lutheran Congregation 
in the town of Salisbury. 

The 22nd day of January I received a letter from the Rev. Daniei Jen- 
kins, in which he informed me, that he had received an invitation from 
Union Congregation, to serve the same for the ensuing year, and that he 
consented so to do, if the major part of the members were willing. 

On the 4th day of February, I received a letter from our gary pe’ the 
Rev. H. Grwber, in which he informed me, that the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of South Carolina, at its last Session, had appointed the Rev. Dr. 
Ernest L. Hazelius and Mr. Henry Muller, a Committee to confer with 
our Synod, at its present Session, with a view to propose a union of effort 
to secure to our church in these southern States, more generally, the ad- 
vantages of a Theological instution. This is an object of the highest 
importance, to which your attention will be invited. I trust it will be re- 
_ by the members of this Synod, as meriting our most serious cons!- 

eration. 

Sometime in last month, I received a letter from brother Daniel Scherer, 
in which he informed me that he was a member of the Western Synod, 
and requests an honorable dismission from this Synod, which doubtless wi|! 
be granted.

Part of the Constitution of the General Synod. 


Articles of the Old Constitution, with the amendments immediately 
following. 

1. Article If. Paragraph 2nd of the Old Constitution of the General 
Synod.—* Every Synodical body or Synod (whether of Ministers only. or 
of Ministers and Lay-Deputies together) containing six Ministers, ay 
send one; if it contains fourteen, two; if twenty-five, three; if forty, four; 
if sixty, five; and if it contains eighty-six Ministers, or upwards, six-Depu- 
ties of the rank of ordained Ministers, and an equal number of Lay-De- 

ties.” 

The amendment : “ Every Synodical body, or Synod (whether of Min- 
isters only, or Ministers and Lay-Deputies together) containing six 
Ministers,” may send two ; if it contains fourteen, three, if twenty-five, 
Sour ; if forty, five; if sixty, six ; and if it contains eight-six Minis‘ers 
or upwards, seven deputies, “of the rank of ordained Ministers, and an 
equal number of Lay-Deputies.” 


2. Art. If. Section 2. Snecificatic 1 Ist. and 2nd. 
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‘« With regard to all books and-writings proposed for public use in the 
church, the General Synod shall act as a Joint Committee of the special 
Synods and Ministeriums, after the following manner,.viz: 1, The Ge- 
neral Synod shall examine all books and writings, such as Catechisins, 
forms of Liturgy, collections of Hymns or Confessions of Faith, proposed 
by the spécial Synods for public use, and give their well considered advice, 
counsel, or opinions concerning the same. No Synod, therefore, and no 
Ministerium standing in connexion with this General Synod, shall set 
forth any new book or writing of the kind above mentioned, for public use 
in the charch, without having AG a fall and complete 
copy thereof to the General Synod, for the purpose of receiving their said 
advice, counsel, or opinion. Whenever the General Synod shall deem 
it proper or necessary, they may propose to the special Synods or Ministe- 
riums, new books or writings of the kind mentioned above, for general or 
special public use. Every Da ge of the kind, the several or respective 

ynods and Ministeriums ll duly consider, and if they or any of them 
shall be of opinion that the said book or books, writing or writings, will 
not conduce to the end proposed, then, and in such a case it is hoped that | 
the reasons of such opinion will be transmitted to the next convention of 
the General Synod, in order that the same may be entered on their Journal.” 

The a ment: “ Whenevrr the General Synod shall deem i proper 
or necessary, they may — to the special Synod or Ministeriums, 
new books or writings, such as calechisms forms of liturgy, collections 
of hymns for general or special use in the church. Every proposal of 
the kind, the several or respective Synods may duly consider ; and if they 
or any of them shall be of opinion that the said book or books, writing 
wrilings, will not conduce to the end proposed, they may reject them, and 
adopt such liturgical books as they may think ny = 

3. Art. IL. . 3. “If hereafter twenty-five Ministers, dwelling to- 

ther within a certain marked boundary, fifteen of whom being ordainet 
Ministers, sha}l apply to the General Synod for permission to create within 
themselves a specia! Ministerium, and the Synod or specia) Ministerium 
to which they have previously belonged, do not, upon due notice given of 
their intention so to app! ys make any serious or important objection, then 
the General Synod shall have power to grant the permission ; and if with- 
in the bounds of a whole State, no special Synod or Ministerium shail yet 
have existed, and six ordained Ministers residing therein shall apply for 
permission to create within themselves a special Ministerium, the General 
Synod shall authorise the establishment of a new Synod and Ministerium 
within the said State. But antl the permission or authority be thus form- 
ally conceded, no deputies of a new Synod or Ministerium shall be ac- 
knowledged to have a seat and vote in the General Synod.” 

The amendment : “ All regular constituted Lutheran Synods, holding 
the fundamental doctrines of the Bible as taught by our Church, not now 
in connexion with the General Synod, may at any time become associated 
with it by adopting this Constitution and sending delegates to its Con- 
vention, according to the ratio specified in par. 2., Art. 8.” 

4. Art. VII. “ No alteration of this Censtitution may be made except 
by the consent of two-thirds of the Synods attached to this Convention; 
notice of the intended alteration having been given to said Synods at least 
two years previous to the final adoption thereof.” 

The amendment: “ No alteration of this Constitution may. be made 
except by the consent of tro thirds of the Synods attached to this Conven- 
tion ; an exact copy of the intended alterations to be sent by the Secretary 
to all the Presidents of the District Synods in connexion with this boly, 


_ with the request that they would lay them before their respective Synods 


for decision.” If at the subsequent meeting of the General Synod it 
shail appear from their Minutes that two-thirds of the District Synods 
are in favor of the alterations, they shall accordingly be made. 
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Declaration: 5. “ With regard to any objectionable features in the 
Constitution recommended tothe District Synods, your Committee would 


observe, that they did not come within their revision, but they are left en- 

tirely to the individual Synods which adopted that form of Constitution.”
